Kennedy vf. 
Fund Will 
Honor Bob 

WASHINGTON (AP) _ Sen. 
Edward M. Kenedy, D-Mass„ 
announced Tuesday the creation 
o£ a Robert F* Kennedy founda- 
tion to work in areas of poverty, 
crime and education as “a liv- 
ing memorial “ to his assassinate 
ed brother. 

The $1 0-million foundation* to 
1 be called the Robert F. Kennedy 
Memorial, will be “an action-or- 
iented program that we think 
ytHl carry on his concerns, his 
actions, his efforts to work on so 
many of the problems in this 
country' that have no solutions,” 
Kennedy said. 

He made the announcement at 
a news conference on the; 
sprawling back lawn of Robert 
Kennedy’s McLean, Va., estate, 
.Hickory Hill, 

He was flanked by his sisters, 
Patricia Kennedy Lawford and 
Jean Kennedy Smith, and sur- 
rounded by dozens of family 
friends and aides. 

Robert Kennedy’s widow, Eth- 
el, did not appear, but said in a 
statement that she feels the me- 
morial will “carry' forward the 
ideals and carry on the work so 
important in the life of my hus- 
band,” 

“He wanted to encourage the 
: young people and to help the dis- 
advantaged and discriminated 
against both here and abroad, 
and he wanted to promote peace 
in the world,” she said. “These 
will be the goals of the memo* 
rial,” 

No specific foundation pro- 
jects were outlined but Kennedy 
said there will be an announce- 
ment “of some significance 
within the next few weeks,”
